Last year 15,935 people died in alcohol related traffic crashes in the 
United States. More American citizens have died in alcohol related 
érashes than in all the wars the United States has been involved in 
since our country was founded. About three in every 10 Americans will 
be involved in an alcohol related crash at some point in their lives. 
These numbers are truly alarming! 

This holiday season will hopefully be one for us all to remember as 
we bring in the new millennium. Due to the large number of driver's 
anticipated on the roads this holiday travelling to and from parties, we 
in law enforcement hope that it is not memorable for violent car 
crashes, and destroyed lives. 

You as a person responsible for driving a motor vehicle are 
ultimately our first line of defense. The bottom line is don’t drink and 
drive! Violators who are arrested have their cars towed and im- 
pounded. If the violator registers a .08 or above (.02 or above for 
drivers under 21) on a Breathalyzer, their license is suspended for a 
minimum of 90 days. If they refuse the test, their license is suspended 
for a minimum of 120 days. This person will have to be bailed out, get 
a ride to and from work/school until after the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles gives them back their right to operate. 

Regardless of the disposition of the case, the violator will have to 
spend thousands in bail, defense attorney’s fees, towing, car im 
ment and surcharges. If convicted, the violator may be subjected to 
additional fees such as Head Injury Program fee, victim witness fee, 
license reinstatement, alcohol education program, court costs, and 
probation fees. Conservative estimates put the final total around 
$5,000. Of course, jail time is not out of the question, especially for 
repeat offenders. 

Over 1,000,000 people were injured in alcohol related crashes in 
1998. Other staggering statistics put costs for injured survivors in 
alcohol related crashes, at $67,000 per person. This figure represents 
medical costs and lost productivity, such as work. 

Designated Drivers are a Benefit 

Responsible planning is essential in keeping the roads safe. If you 
are intending to go to a party of social gathering and plan on having 
even one or two drinks, you need to use a designated driver! This 
person must be a trusted and responsible driver who will consume 
absolutely no alcohol. A designated driver is not someone who drinks 
“carefully.” They simply do not drink at all. You would be surprised 
at who among your family and friends will be willing to commit 
themselves to this responsibility to ensure your safety. All it takes is 
some planning. 

Another way to enjoy yourself responsibly is to hire a cab or 
limousine service. The cost here is without argument, much less than 
the costs mentioned above if arrested for operating under the influ- 
ence of alcohol. 

What if you find yourself in a bind? If you find yourself in a position 
where you as driver or the person who is driving for your that night 
have been drinking, call a sober friend or relative or cab service! Ifyou 
feel you would be embarrassed to ask a loved one for a ride to safety, 
imagine the horror of telling your family that you were the cause of 
an alcohol related crash with serious injury or death! Imagine their 
horror if you are the victim!

BOSTON - As part of a statewide 
traffic safety enforcement effort, 
the Governor’s Highway Safety 
Bureau has awarded grants of $5,000 
each to20policedepartments across 
Massachusetts.

He's probably one of the most 
down to earth student-athletes 
Wilmington has seen ina long time 
Very proud of his family, his back- 
ground, his school, his teammates 
and the teams that he has been on, 
Eric Banda has been one of the 
most gifted athletes Wilmington 
has seen in a long time.

His father, Eric Sr, played de-

Wakefield School District 
Deputy Superintendent Rose- 
mary DiTullio said, “It’s a dif- 
ferent test this year and a whole 
different group of students that 
have taken it.” 


Tewksbury School District 
Assistant Superintendent Joseph 
Walsh explained, “The state has 
said you can’t look at compar- 
isons until next year. (At that 
time) the same group of stu- 
dents that took it in the eighth 
grade will take it in the 10th 
grade.” 


In Stoneham Assistant Super- 
intendent Dr. Elizabeth Keroack 
said, “We feel some of the con- 
tent changes (in the 10th grade 
test), although not major, made 
a difference in test scores.”

“The town now knows where 
the McCall and Lincoln schools 
stand on the waiting list for 
state reimbursement,” notes the 


Winchester edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“Just missing being funded in 
fiscal 2000, McCall is first on the 
list for the next fiscal year. 

“According to information 
provided by Educational 
Facilities Planning and Building 
Committee member Joseph 
Randolph, the legislature allo- 
cated enough money this year to 
fund 57 school building projects. 
McCall was number 58 on the 
list. 

“This means, Randolph 
reported, ‘that while McCall just 
missed being funded after only 
two years, it is virtually certain 
to be funded next year, after a 
three-year wait’ 

“Lincoln was placed on the 
list this year, at position 110 out 
of 122. When McCall was initial- 
ly placed on the waiting list in 
1997, its position was 111 out of 
117. ‘Since this initial placement 
is almost identical to McCall's 
initial placement,’ Randolph 
concluded, ‘we might expect 
Lincoln to be funded after two 
or three years on the list, in fis- 
cal 2002 or fiscal 2003.’ This 
assumes, he added, that future 
funding patterns continue as 
they have in the past. - 

“The EFPBC, which antici- 
pates receiving a cost estimate 
for the Lincoln project next 
week, focused discussion on that 
school’s interior finishes. 
Architect Steve Millington dis- 
played drawings of the main 
corridor and a second-floor cor- 
ridor and of corner and inner 
classrooms. 

“The main question he had 
for the committee was about the 
wood trim, a highly valued fea- 
ture of the original building. It 
is the architects’ intention, 
Millington said, to keep as much 
existing wood trim as possible.

Getting Started 

Decide how many walls you 
wish to paint. Traditionally, all 
four walls of a room are painted 


” the:same color. But, you can try
